He asked that the president person­ 
ally or through Secretary Tumulty re­ 
ceive a delegation next Thursday and 
that he defer action on the bill until 
the- formers’ representatives have a 
chance to express

reasons for opposing it. 
The president was told that the re­ 
turn of the railroads would mean an 
increase of “four to five billion dol­ 
lars” in the cost of living because of 
the increase in freight rates and that 
one billion dollars of 
the 
increase 
would be passed on to the farmers.

The prac­ 
tical knowledge of home nursing be­ 
ing received in these classes will be 
a blessing to every family in the 
county, and will go a long way toward 
improving the general health and san­ 
itation of the people.
